Skirts were slightly longer, even for suits, and 
many of the evening gowns touched the floor 
Some suits were shown with the wide flat- 
brimmed, sailor hats which we have not seen for 
a long time, while others were completed by little 
hats of shiny pressed straw, called “copeaux 
cirés”, in bright colours and sometimes with wide 
braided bands of matching crépe around them. 
New details of interest were an embroidery 
composed of small china flowers, like forget-me- 
nots, put on with a single bead, and a trimming 
made of interlacing bands of the material of the 
suit or gown, sometimes embroidered with gold or 


silver and sometimes plain. Occasionally these 


interlaced bands, which were used in a trimming 
varying from four to twelve or even fifteen inches 
in depth, had additions of appliqué circles or 
squares, which gave them the effect of serge or 
taffeta lace of the heaviest quality. This trim- 
ming might be said to be the most characteristic 
feature of the new collection, and Lanvin gives 
it the name of Renaissance. A serge suit with a 
straight. loose coat had a cut-work border a foot 
wide, while the jacket was faced all around the 
inside with a removable band of white organdie 
which showed through the holes.

NY person of taste can create a 
Georgian room with an at- 
mosphere of romantic charm for 

the sum of five hundred dollars. A

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THE POCKET 


It’s a Difficult Matter to Express One’s Good Taste on a 


Limited Income, but Those Who Do It Most Successfully 


Are Those Who Live and Move and Dress on the Same Scale 


HAT middle course, which is classically supposed to be 
the best and safest, is fraught with difficulties when it 
comes to the spending of money. From those who 

have none, nothing is expected. From those who have much, 
the audience of the world simply looks for something gorgeous 
in either good or bad taste. But from the income described as 
“limited,” a sort of genteel generosity is demanded, in combina- 
tion with a delicate distinction and a secret saving hard to 
compass. The moderately well-off must appear about as well- 
dressed as the rich, without expending a sixteenth of what the 
rich do. Not that this is always as impossible as it sounds, 
for the rich, God bless them, have no monopoly of excellence 
in style, and many of them are quite apt to buy (as the semi- 
poor never can) the first inappropriate magnificence offered by 
the smiling shopman. Then the moderately well-off must live 
with a reasonable amount of decency in their surroundings, and 
they can not do it on credit either. Where the rich are leniently 
dealt with because they have so much, and the poor because they 
have so little, those betwixt and between are looked upon as the 
ready-money pay and prey of all tradespeople. 


HE Golden touch of Midas becomes such a matter of course 

to Midas that he can not understand why other men’s 
handling of every-day things is so far from lucrative. What 
are dollars to him? He often forgets to settle his bills just 
because he is so certain that he can whenever he feels like it. 
He is never ashamed to borrow because he can so surely repay. 
Many and many a time has the man with the limited income 
made careful calculations of his fare and his tips at some 
country house-party, and many and many a time have these 
calculations been upset by the careless, “You always have 
change, old chap; just tip the men for me, will you? I’ve 
nothing under a twenty-dollar bill.” The man with the large 
income can command cash with such ease that it never occurs 
to him that his friends may be counting every penny till next 
quarter day. He would willingly give his friend fifty twenty- 
dollar bills, but he will very likely forget to return him what he 
spent tipping those servants. 


HE small income is a snare and a delusion. We are 

tempted by all the thousands of objects just within our 
grasp, and deluded into thinking we can afford them. The 
inherited tastes of the limited incomers are nearly always, 
like that of Mr. Pepys, for having “all things neat and con- 
venient” about them. But the difficulty is to keep them in scale, 
to remember that people should live and move and dress in the 
same key, if they wish to be harmonious. Which means that 
they should not perch in a musty attic in order to clothe them - 
selves extravagantly; nor dress like a scarecrow in order to 
eat like a Roman emperor; nor sacrifice the children’s education 
to the rent of an apartment in the latest fashionable locality, 
nor let food, clothes, and shelter all suffer for the sake of own- 
ing a swift motor, whose up-keep is as the up-keep of the white 
elephant, beyond the pocket of anything but a prince of finance. 
Of course, our characters must have something to do with 
our extravagances. The clothes lovers will always spend more 
in proportion upon clothes than upon food, rent, or furniture. 


The antique lovers will fill their rooms with the product of 
their frantic auction bids and let their inner persons go badly 
nourished, and their backs practically uncared for. And to be 
sure, half the fun of being limited in purse is the fun of having 
the objects longed for attainable only one by one. The idea 
of going without the coat to buy the bit of china, or of selling 
the mirror to obtain the picture, has a certain sporting quality. 
But although there is an amusing, epicurean game to be played 
along these lines, the impatient creator of charming surround- 
ings is naturally desirous of seeing his dreams come true, and 
as he is very likely to bring those outcomes of genteel poverty, 
a restrained taste and discretion, to bear upon what he acquires, 
he may find their results happier than the results of more opu- 
lent dreams. Yet he should fit his personality to his surround- 
ings, and his surroundings to his personality, and both to within 
measurable distance of his income. After all, he has joys which 
the rich will never know. Those joys of pitting his taste and 
his wits against the other fellow’s mere money. 


UT, of course, there are times when we do bitterly regret not 
having mere money. When the sight of some greatly desired 
object going to the wealthy householder (who hasn’t even taken 
the trouble to buy it for himself, but has trusted to his dealer) 
will wring the soul of the gently impoverished. When we 
see beautiful things put to poor uses. When books of astound- 
ing value are unappreciated by the affluent who own them. 
When the overfed turn up their silly noses at simple food. 
When the generally overdressed are pleased to flaunt unusually 
appropriate and charming garments before the eyes of those who 
can not quite satisfy their own excellent taste. Yet, for the most 
part, mankind of the medium fortune, or lack of it, has, as we 
have said, the sportsman’s good, as well as the sportsman’s 
bad luck, and only needs to bring the sportsman’s spirit to bear 
upon either. Can the mighty Croesus, softened and spoiled by 
luxury, enjoy the adventures of vagrant journeyings as we can? 
His whole day may be upset because the bed and board are not 
to his liking. His lady wife may let him go starving because 
she is (unlike Austin Dobson’s heroine) much ‘‘too divine to 
toss him up a salad,” or whatever edible equivalent we like to 
mention. And she will be helpless without her maid and untidy 
in her packing (supposing the couple to be, by untoward chance, 
separated from their servants), and not one bit of the beauty 
or drama of their surroundings will weigh against the least of 
their discomforts. 


HOSE more attuned to the common note of the world’s 
highways, who neither miss their Rolls-Royces nor have to 
wheel their wheelbarrows, but can sleep in the sun and saunter 
in the shade, or occasionally bumble about in a humble vehicle 
of some sort, those good discriminating philosophers of the 
middle course of whom mention has been made, really enjoy, 
if they would believe it, the earth and the fulness thereof. 
Even if they do pay for the forgetful rich, and the impotent 
poor, they set the pace of distinction and discrimination, of 
selection and enthusiasm, and the eyes of all being upon them, 
they will do well to remember their responsibilities and round 
out their lives in seemly proportion from this time forth.

eradicably French. Trying to pretend 
that it is American only adds to the 
difficulty of establishing the peculiar 
spiritual plausibility which is essential 
to such a play. 

The performance is a_ great deal 
more than capable. We do not often 
see such fresh and unconventional act- 
ing as Cyril Keightley and Estelle Win- 
wood bring to the husband and wife, 
or such easy fluency as Georges Fla- 
teau displays. Yet even such playing 
does not quite succeed in maintaining 
the conviction that the adaptation im- 
perils. The direction of Emile Chau- 
tard, a Frenchman who has hitherto 
supervised motion-pictures in this coun- 
try, is generally smooth and plausible. 
It does not quite succeed, however, in 
paring away the smaller faults of the 
actors which question the authority of 
the performance. 


“LOVE” 


The mood of “Love”, the newest 
production of the Provincetown Play- 
ers, 1S as Scandinavian as that of “The 
Tyranny of Love” is French. It is the 
sort of tragedy of which we see little 
on the American stage, bare in outline, 
restrained in expression, and limited 
in scope. Evelyn Scott, its author, has 
tried to do just one thing—to show us 
that very real conflict upon which the 
stupid joke of the mother-in-law is 
based, a conflict which psychoanalysis 
has pulled into a keener popular con- 
sciousness. Here we see the mother 

ho has driven the first wife out of her 
on’s life, driving out a second in much 
the same manner. The antagonisms, 
petty and profound, between the two 
women are stated obviously enough, 
but with considerable truth. To add 
to the normal roughness of the way, 
the author makes the new wife an 
opera singer of considerable tempera- 
ment and leaves a sympathetic step- 
son round the house. The outcome is 
a moment or two of love between the 
woman and the boy—the reaction 
from the antagonism of the mother 
and from the filial devotion which the 
husband shows for her—and finally the 
suicide of the husband off-stage. Mrs. 
Scott’s play is a rather primer-ish ef- 
fort in the field of wilful tragedy. It 
has its significance, but also its obvious- 
ness. The playwright has failed to 
elaborate her theme and her characters. 
Her work is singularly bare of implica- 
tions. It is, in fact, hardly more than 
a one-act play in three scenes drawn 
out to an hour and a half. 

“Love” is capably acted by the 
Provincetown Players, although with 
little distinction. Virginia Chauvenet 
does well with the mother, but Ida 
Rauh and William Rainey, as the wife 
and the stepson, are awkwardly stri- 
dent. Marlyn Brown gives the hus- 
band no more than two dimensions. 


“NICE PEOPLE” 


The categories that are supposed to 
mpess our plays seem surprisingly 
adequate when one tries to apply 
hem to the popular products of Broad- 
vay. Tragedy, Comedy, Drama, Melo- 
drama, and Farce, with the rubicon of 
character-study separating the first 
three from the others—they give no 
basis at all for the classification of such 
a play as Rachel Crothers’ newest, 
“Nice People”. No one can call it 
elodrama; for the sensationalism and 
lence of that sort of play are almost 
vholly absent. Farce or tragedy it 
may seem, if one expects integrity and 
intellectual honesty from the play. As 
for comedy or drama, can any one 
maintain that in “Nice People” the
